the Colony cfVirgjriafbr brining me here, I am here to help you solve seme of 
your problems v\ith slaves. Your invitation reached me on try itoclest plantation in 

theVN&stlncfes were I have expet irrentedwthsome of the newest and still the 
oldest nrE th od s for oontnol of slaves. Ancient Rome would envy us if my program is 

irrplementecl 
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As our boat sailed soJh on the J arres River, named for our Illustrious King, whose 

version of the Bible v\e cherish, I sawertougjitoknowyour problem is not unique, 

Wile Rome used cords of wood as crosses ru t sta rring human bodies along its 

old higju/uavs in great numbers, you are here using the tree and rope on occasion. 

I caugj-fc t he whiff of a dead slave l-englng froma tree a couple of rriles back. You 

not only losing valuable stocks by hangings, you are having uprisings, slaves 

running av\ey, your crops are sonretinres left in the fields too long for rraxiiTuri 

profit; you suffer occasional fires, your animals are killed. Gentlemerv you know 

what problemB are; I do not need to el ab ora te . I a m not hereto enumerate your 

problems; however, I anri hete to introduce you to a nTEthod of solving them 
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In ny bag here, I haveafoolprocfit^iud for cc«-*rolling your Blackslaves. I 

guarantee every one of you that if it is installed correctly, it will control the slaves 

for at least 30O years , ivy method is simple. An/ member of your family or your 

can use it. 



I have outlined a nurrber of DIFFERENCES among the slaves, and I take these 

ajffigre nces and rrBkethembigqjer. I use FEAR, pjS I RUST, and EINh/y for control 

purposes.
